Proves -It by. Saying They 
Have No Regular Hours of 
Work or Stated Wages... 





I eeeeeinieinsieieneenentnieeenaanaall 
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Married women. are slaves, This is 
the keynote to the lecture delivered by 
Dr. Stanton Cait, of London, before the 
Wottien’s Trade Union League, at Self- 
Culture Hall, ‘Wednescay night. He 
compared the position of slaves with 
that of married Women and showed that 
slaves have no stated hours of labor 
and then asked the married women what 
their hours were. Slaves, said the 
speaker, have no stated wage. Then he 
asked married women what their stated 
wage was. | 

“Woman is practically af the mercy of 
her master,’’ he asserted. “If the hus- 
band be kind to her that does not make 
her less a slave. In the South there 
were masters who literally loved their 
slaves. This did not make them less 
slaves. 

‘‘When a girl marries she is practical- 
ly under two contracts—a love contract 
and a labor contract. The labor con- 
tract isthe slave contract. There is no 
reason why woman’s work shall not be 
regulated in some way. Woman does 
the most important work in society, yet 
society makes no attempt to compensate 
her for it. 

Women Entitled to Wages. 


why should there “be no stated amount 
to which she is entitled? I believe the 
time will come when woman will know 
to what part of her husband’s salary* 
she may lay claim.’’ 

Then, too, in case the husband is out 
of work, why should the wife and 
mother suffer?
